out exposing their minds to the influence of a 
creed repugnant to our liberal and biblical 
views of the duty man owes to his God.

The church at Hagerstown has at length 
been supplied witha pastor, (the Rev. Mr 
Hoshour) and from unofficial information, | 
feet priviledged to state, that he is useful. 

The Rev. Mr. Haverstick, who had charge 
of our church at Cumberland, has left this: 
country for Europe. The council informed 
me that he was very useful, and that unless 
supplied soon, with a pious and zealous minis- 
ter, our church would sink, and much of the 
good work carried on by our brother Haverstick, 
be destroyed. “At the request of the council, | 
urged our brother Kehler to accept of a call. 
Whether or not, he will accept, | am fot ad- 
vised. In my opinion he should. 

As the members: of our church, and the va- 
rious institutions, for the advancement of the 
‘kingdém of God, increase, we must anticipate 
the necessity of watchfulness by the judicato- 
ries of the church. A Seminary for the pre- 
paration of young men, to become useful, eru- 
dite and faithful servants of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, is now in successful operation. But I 
recommend to this Synod to notice one danger 
with which we are threatened. A young man, 
of whose piety I never doubted, was sent to 
Gettysburg, by the ladies of Frederick. He 
spent some time in the study of the languages 
in which he made but little progress, and then 
éngaged in taking charge of a school in Mary- 
land. Though he never entered the theolog- 
ical department, he was permitted to preach, by 
a brother of this Synod, which no doubt was 
justifiable. But this young man was so incon- 
siderate as to go among the members of a bro- 
ther in Virgiuia, whose standing as an active 
and devoted servant of the Lord Jesus, no one 
will attempt to impugn, and without consulting 
our brother, performed ministerial duties. He 
has gone near his house, but did not enter it; 
if he had, our brother would have rejoiced to 
engage his services. Ought not some measures 
be adopted to confine these young men with- 
in rational and evangelical limit’? . 

Within the jurisdiciion of this Synod, con- 
ferences were held frequently. Nothing is 
better calculated to impress sinners, than the 
preached gospel, and when several brethren 
can spend a few days, in preaching to our peo-" 
ple, the most salutary effects must be produced. 
I know of several conferences that were sanc- 
tioned and blest by our Lord. But we are liv- 
ing in an age when human inventions and ex- 
travagance exert a great influence. Every gen- 
uine Lutheran should be on'the alert. Great 
efforts are being made to change the evangeli- 
cal method of converting sinners. The word 
of God is deemed by some insOflicient; and 
hence various arts and measures are resorted to, 
which are at once repugnant to the spirit of 
the gospel, sound reason, and decency. What- 
ever the of the new-fangied reli- 
gion of this day may inculcate, my conscience

called special conferences, during the week, so 
that none was ever absent from his own flock 
on Lord’s day.

That the revival system which appears to be- 
come popular may not be entirely fruitless, we 
admit. But is it not an axiom, that though 
fruits and flowers can be produced at any sea- 
son, by the process of a hot-house, that they 
are not equal in flavour and odour, to those 
which are produced by trees and plants, wash- 
ed by the rains from heaven, and warmed by 
the great luminary, that converts night into 
day?

and the gospel! J know its called a slow 
way to convert sinners, but it is the safest and 
most certain, | am sure. 

On the, of October, A. D. 1517, Luther 
laid the foundation of civil and religious liber- 
ty, by publishing to the world the rights of 
man, and the substance of true religion. We, 
the citizens of the United States, deem it our 
duty to celebrate the Anniversary of our na-. 
tional independence, and is not this very inde- 
pendence an effect of the intrepid step of Lu- 
ther on the of October, A. D. 1517 
Why then should not Protestants generally, 
but Lutherans especially, set apart that day as 
a day of thanksgiving? From the effects of a 
conference held in Creagerstown, Md. on the 
last anniversary of religious and civil liberty, 
[ recommend to this Synod, to. pass an order, 
that hereafter the $ist of October, be set apart 
as a day of thanksgiving. If | am spared to 
ineet with my brethren next year in the Gene- 
ral Synod, | shall recommend it to that body, 
as an important duty, to request all our 
to adopt a similar course. 

During the past year I received communica- 
tions from different districts within the bounds 
of this Synod, and of the General Synod.— 
They are all encouraging. New churches 
have been organized, and houses of worship 
were erected, or such as were in a state of di- 
lapidation have been enlarged and repaired. 
‘This fact is to be ascribed to the increase of 
vital religion among our people, and the more 
general ditiusion of a knowledge of our doc- 
trines and church government. 

| recommend the appointment of a talented, 
pious and discreet missionary, whose duty it 
shall be to officiate in the state of Maryland, 
wherever our stationed ministers either preach 
but seldom, or never. If such an appointment 
were made, our periodicals and books could 
be introduced, where under present circum- 
stances, those only of other denominations are 
read. 

Sunday schools, Missionary societies, and 
prayer meetings, conducted in accordance with 
the bible and our discipline, are increasing, 
but we should remember that all these institu- 
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tions not exist throughout our churches 
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Every minister should earnestly represent their 
usefulness to his people: If the aged mem- 
bers cannot bé brought to act, our catechu- 
mens will not. resist the call of God. 

Tract Societiés can be made powerful aux- 
iliaries to advance-trie and genuine religion, 
They have given incontrovertible evidence 
- thisfact. "The peopleare ready toread any sm 
tract. But- on this very account we ought to 
be circumspect. True, there is an American 
TractSociety, but how many Lutherans are there 
in the committee, which directs the publication 
of tracts? Not one, am informed. I do 
therefore recommend to the Synod, to adopt 
such measures as will secure to our people, the 
perusal of tracts, which in every line accord 
with the doctrines of our own church. The 
only course I can advise to be pursued, in or- 
der to succeed, is to enlist our people general- 
ly in the cause, and to establish a ‘Tract socie- 
ty, under the sole control of genuine Luthe- 
rans. 

I have nothing more to communicate in my 
report. 1 close with the ardent prayer, that 
our Lord Jesus Christ may direct us in our de- 
liberations, and that you whom J sincerely love, 
may all long live to labor in the vineyard of 
the Lord. And when we shall be called from 
this world of sin, labor, and sorrow, may we 
meet each other there, where not a wave of 
trouble shall roll across our peaceful breasts.

this or that person prays for me. But every 
christian should pray, both for himself and 
for others, and especially for the wants of the 
church. For these two things must preserve 
christianity on the earth, the word of God and 
the earnest and fervent prayers of christians. 

Now, whoever loves the christian church 
and the gospel, and is desirous to see it pros- 
per, must also expect to aid in its preservation. 
This however is accomplished only by prayer, 
when you pray, that the name of God may be 
hallowed, his kingdom come, his will be done. 
When you do this, then you and each chiris- 
tian stands, as a warrior with his weapon in 
the field, and helps to protect and defend 
the christian church against sataft\. and the 
world. For every christian is a warrior. As 
firmly as we contend and fight with preach- 
ing and teaching, so firm and constant should 
you contend with us, in prayer. In this way 
we overcome all things, for christians are pow- 
erful warriors, first, we in preaching, and then 
you with us, in prayers. ) 

2. John 15: 13.—Therefore Christ here de- 
clares: when ye believe in me, and have re- 
ceived the Spirit, whereby the heart is assur- 
ed of the grace of God, then it will most cer- 
jtainly follow, that you must also pray. For 
‘this is the only true and proper work of a 
christian. For before we believed and became 
christians, we neither knew for what and ho 
we should pray.

So that ro christian 
can be found who lives without prayer, no 
more than a living man without a pulse, which 
beats continually, whether he sleeps or is other- 
wise engaged, although he is not sensible of it. 

Whoever does not pray, may be assured that 
he is no christian, and belongs not to the king- 
dom of God. .
